K-12  School-Based  Programs 


Learn  and  Serve  Montana,  a  K-1 2  school-based  program,  is 
designed  to  promote  academic  and  personal  growth  in  young 
people  through  classroom  instruction  and  community  service. 
Learn  and  Serve  encourages  students  to  get  things  done,  to 
strengthen  their  communities  through  service,  and  to  develop 
their  highest  potential  as  productive  members  of  society. 

The  Montana  Office  of  Public  Instruction  supports  six  K-1 2 
school-based  service-learning  projects  across  the  state  and  four 
regional  development  centers  to  promote  service-learning.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  Learn  and  Serve  Montana  Program  to  expand 
opportunities  for  every  Montana  student,  beginning  in  kinder- 
garten, to  participate  in  structured  community  service  projects 
that:  meet  real  community  needs;  promote  academic  and  per- 
sonal growth  and  at  the  same  time,  address  the  community's 
unmet  human,  educational,  environmental  and  public  safety 
needs;  include  opportunities  for  youth  to  engage  in  meaningful 
reflection  and  analysis  of  these  projects;  and  enable  young  people 
to  participate  in  the  initiation,  planning  and  implementation  of 
these  projects  as  one  method  of  promoting  youth  voice  and  lead- 
ership development.  Subgrant  funds  are  authorized  under  the 
National  and  Community  Service  Trust  Act  of  1 990  as  amended, 
codified  as  42  U.S.C.  12501. 
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Learn  and  Serve  Montana  goals  are  to:  1 )  encourage  school 
districts  to  incorporate  service-learning  concepts  that  foster  the  ethic 
of  service,  civic  and  social  responsibility  and  the  development  of 
responsible  citizens  into  their  philosophy,  vision/mission  or  goal 
statements;  2)  integrate  service-learning  concepts  and  strategies 
into  the  core  curriculum  aligned  v^ith  Montana  State  Content  and 
Performance  Standards;  3)  develop  and  strengthen  Montana  rural 
models  of  service-learning,  technical  assistance  and  resource  de- 
velopment and  replication;  4)  develop  communication  networks 
to  promote  statewide  awareness  of  service-learning,  to  share  ideas, 
promote  change  and  build  bridges  to  other  service  organizations; 
and  5)  strengthen  student  voice  and  leadership  in  service-learn- 
ing.

Canyon  Creek  Elementary 

"Creative  Conflict  Resolution"  Canyon  Creek  Elementary  Learn  and 
Serve  project  will  assist  in  implementing  a  peer  mediation  program  for  the 
school.  The  middle  school  students  u'ill  explore  creative  strategies  in  the 
prevention  of  student  conflict.  Students  will  build  a  team  composed  of  stu- 
dents, staff  and  community  members  to  be  trained  in  peer  mediation.  A  peer 
mediation  plan  will  be  presented  by  students  to  the  superintendent,  school 
board,  and  student  body.  The  middle  school  students  will  teach  younger 
students  conflict  resolution  techniques.  Through  the  Homeland  Security 
project  Canyon  Creek  students  will  develop  a  plan  to  remove  students  to  a 
"safe  haven"  in  a  crisis  situation  such  as  a  railroad  chemical  spill.  Students 
will  prepare  an  evacuation  plan  to  be  presented  at  a  town  meeting.  Montana 
Content  and  Performance  Standards  are:  Writing  1,4,6;  Social  Studies  1,3 
Benchmark  1;  Technology  3,5;  and  Reading  4.

Cayuse  Prairie  School 

Through  the  Cayuse  Prairie  School  Learn  and  Serve  project  "Searching 
the  Past  and  Securing  the  Future"  students  will  develop  active  and  positive 
citizenship  skills.  Increased  understanding  by  students  and  community  mem- 
bers will  be  demonstrated  about  the  need  for  tighter  border  control  following 
September  1 1 ,  2002,  as  compared  to  the  dangers  and  "boundaries"  that  con- 
fronted Lewis  and  Clark  in  western  Montana.  The  need  for  this  project  was 
determined  from  letters  to  the  editor,  newspaper  editorials,  and  radio  talk 
shows  that  indicated  local  citizens  were  displaying  negative  attitudes  toward, 
and  a  lack  of  understanding  for,  tighter  border  security  when  entering  and 
returning  from  Canada.  Students  will  study  historical  and  modern  events  and 
issues  related  to  changes  in  western  Montana  since  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Ex- 
pedition. They  will  share  their  knowledge  with  the  community  via  perfor- 
mances of  existing  and  original  songs  and  dialogues,  posters,  television,  and 
radio  interviews.  These  activities,  designed  by  students,  will  teach  and  enter- 
tain audiences  of  all  ages  about  the  need  for  informed  active  citizenship  in 
today's  world  and  specifically  in  western  Montana.  Montana  Content  and 
Performance  Standards  addressed  in  this  project  are:  Technology  6;  Litera- 
ture 4;  Arts  6;  Library  Media  1;  and  Social  Studies  1,2,3,4,6.

Columbia  Falls  High  School 

Columbia  Falls  High  School  students  with  special  needs  and  regular 
education  students  will  operate  the  Wildcat  Student  Store  project.  The  Learn 
and  Serve  project  will  provide  students  in  this  rural  setting  access  to  school 
supplies  on  a  daily  basis.  The  project  offers  students  with  special  needs  an 
opportunity  to  practice  workplace  and  vocational  skills  by  providing  a  needed 
service  for  students.  The  Red  Cross  Chapter  asked  to  have  a  blood  drive  two 
times  a  year.  The  Homeland  Security  service-learning  project  will  increase 
the  number  of  students  involved  in  the  blood  drives.  The  goal  of  the  blood 
drive  service-learning  project  is  to  increase  volunteer  participation  by  10 
percent.  These  Learn  and  Serve  projects  address  the  Montana  Content  and

Hardin  Public  Schools 


The  Learn  and  Serve  Yellowtail  Dam  Homeland  Security  project  was 
determined  through  a  Community  Needs  Assessment  Survey,  the  School  Im- 
provement Plan  (SIP)  survey  and  the  district's  Crisis  Procedure  Management 
Plan.  The  results  of  these  surveys  indicated  a  need  to  provide  (1)  an  aware- 
ness of  possible  catastrophes  associated  with  the  destruction  of  the  Yellow- 
tail  Dam,  (2)  encouragement  of  ongoing  participation  toward  Homeland  Se- 
curity, and  (3)  information  to  the  community  about  Civil  Defense  procedures. 
The  Yellowtail  Dam  Homeland  Security  project  targets  fifth-grade  students  at 
the  Hardin  Middle  School.  Fifth-grade  teachers  will  develop,  teach  and  as- 
sess student  achievement  through  implementing  service-learning  concepts 
and  activities  to  improve  academic  achievement  in  the  Montana  Content 
and  Performance  Social  Studies  Standards  2,  3,  and  4.  Students  will  use  their 
skills  and  knowledge  to  work  with  local  agencies  to  develop  an  evacuation 
plan  and  provide  information  to  the  community  in  the  event  the  dam  is  dam- 
aged.

Missoula  Sentinel  High  School 

The  Sentinel  High  School  Learn  and  Serve  program  is  a  multifaceted 
opportunity  for  Sentinel  students  to  plan,  implement  and  evaluation  their 
participation  in  at  least  20  hours  of  service  to  the  community  while  improv- 
ing their  academic  skills  as  measured  by  the  Montana  Content  Standards. 
Community  need  was  established  through  a  series  of  Missoulian  articles  fo- 
cused on  the  desperate  circumstances  of  local  service  agencies  hard  hit  by 
the  downturn  in  the  economy.  Students  will  use  their  90-minute  study  hall 
time  one  day  per  week,  to  work  together  with  community  members  from 
Kiwanis,  Flagship  ad  other  community  agencies  and  a  faculty  advisor,  to 
plan  and  implement  the  group's  service  project.

Canyon  Creek  Elementary  -  Billings 

With  an  on-going  relationship  with  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management, 
students  at  Canyon  Creek  Elementary  helped  with  the  development  of  a  His- 
toric Zone  at  Pompey's  Pillar  in  preparation  for  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedi- 
tion Centennial.  They  researched  the  vegetation,  wildlife,  and  people  living 
in  the  area  in  1 806  and  then  created  a  brochure  for  dissemination  to  visitors 
to  the  Pillar  and  other  interested  community  members.  While  engaged  in 
this  project  students  met  Montana  Content  and  Performance  Standards  for 
Social  Studies  (1  and  4),  Writing  (2  and  6)  and  Technology  (3  and  5).

Columbus  Middle  School 


The  "Columbus  Community  Beautification  Plan"  involved  students  at 
Columbus  Middle  School  and  members  of  the  community  determined  areas 
of  the  community  in  need  of  landscaping.  A  greenhouse  was  planned  and 
constructed  for  the  cultivation  of  plants.  The  students  determined  which 
plants  were  needed  for  each  area.  Meetings  were  planned  and  conducted  to 
evaluate  progress.  The  public  was  invited  to  participate  at  the  meetings.  Ver- 
bal and  written  presentations  before  the  advisory  councils  were  made  and  a 
service  newsletter  published.  Montana  content  standards  in  Reading,  Math- 
ematics, Science,  Speaking  and  Listening,  Writing,  Art,  Library  Media,  Tech- 
nology and  Workplace  Competencies  were  addressed  during  this  service- 
learning  project.

Hillcrest  Elementary  -  Harlowton 


In  order  to  serve  their  community  while  learning  about  patriotism  and 
American  history,  students  at  Hillcrest  Elementary  developed  their  project 
"Bridges  Through  Music."  They  learned  about  songs  of  America's  past  from 
their  music  teacher  and  visited  with  senior  citizens  and  their  families.  They 
researched  the  songs  and  gave  musical  performances  and  historical  presen- 


tations  to  classmates,  at  the  nursing  home  and  at  the  senior  center.  Students 
also  designed  advertising  and  programs  for  their  performances  and  designed 
posters  and  banners  about  what  they  learned.  The  project  goals  increased 
students'  knowledge  of  history,  music,  culture,  research  methods  and  art  and 
design  and  increased  students'  listening  and  communication  skills.

Libby  Middle  School 

Through  the  collaborative  efforts  of  students,  staff  and  the  community, 
a  functional  picnic  area  was  created  on  an  undeveloped  piece  of  forested 
land.  Students  used  math  and  engineering  skills,  science,  career  and  voca- 
tional technical  education  and  analytical  skills  to  complete  their  projects. 
Using  knowledge  acquired  and  analytical  skills,  students  inspected  the  area 
and  compiled  data,  drafted  a  proposed  plan,  including  a  courtyard  and  ga- 
zebo, and  drew  final  plans  using  a  Cad  program.  Students  completed  the 
project  by  constructing  the  park  as  designed.

Ophir  Elementary  -  Gallatin  Gateway 

Students  at  Ophir  Elementary  expanded  the  2000  service-learning  "Elk 
Project."  Seventh  graders  continued  to  monitor  the  elk  population  along 
with  studying  the  relationship  between  the  elk  and  aspen  habitat.  The  fourth/ 
fifth  graders  worked  with  a  naturalist  to  study  birds  through  a  bird-banding 
project  and  the  birds'  habitat  at  an  aspen  stand  located  near  the  school.  Eighth 
graders  constructed  an  interpretive  trail  that  connects  the  school  with  sur- 
rounding areas,  including  the  aspen  stand  that  was  part  of  the  elk  and  bird 
studies.  Students  also  designed  and  made  signage  and  updated  their  Web 
site  to  inform  visitors  and  community  members  about  the  elk  and  bird  projects 
as  well  as  other  topics  related  to  the  surrounding  ecosystem.  Consistent 
records  were  kept  by  the  students  about  what  they  discovered  and  shared 
with  the  researchers  from  MSU  with  whom  they  were  working.  The  program 
links  directly  to  Montana  Content  and  Performance  Standards  for  reading, 
science,  technology  and  mathematics.

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Pleasant  Valley  Elementary  -  Marion 

The  goal  for  Pleasant  Valley  School's  "Lost  Trail  Wildlife  Refuge  Resto- 
ration" service-learning  project  was  to  improve  plant  and  v^ildlife  habitat  at 
the  refuge  by  returning  it  to  its  natural  state.  The  students  learned  how  they 
could  bring  about  positive  changes  and  impact  their  surrounding  environ- 
ment through  community  service,  along  with  making  academic  gains  in  sci- 
ence, writing,  speaking  and  listening.  Through  a  wetlands  unit  students  learned 
about  and  gained  an  understanding  of  the  usefulness  of  wetlands.  The  stu- 
dents wrote  interview  questions  and  interviewed  residents  concerning  plants 
and  animals  native  to  the  area,  after  which  the  interviews  were  written  up. 
Students  learned  to  identify  plants,  birds,  insects  and  amphibians  through 
classroom  instruction  and  with  the  help  of  area  biologists  after  which  they 
gathered  baseline  data  of  various  animal  and  plant  species  in  the  area.  They 
conducted  water  tests  to  determine  the  quality  of  the  water  and  identified 
aquatic  animals.  They  also  learned  about  restoring  wetlands  and  decided  on 
a  route  for  a  nature  trail  which  they  helped  to  construct.

Canyon  Creek  Elementary  -  Billings 

To  celebrate  the  centennial  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedition,  the  Can- 
yon Creek  Elementary  School  Learn  and  Serve  project  "Preserving  Pompey's 
Pillar"  integrated  service-learning  v^ith  the  attainment  of  Montana  Social  Stud- 
ies Content  Standards  1  and  2  and  Montana  Workplace  Competencies  Stan- 
dards 1 ,  2  and  3.  Students  assisted  its  educational  partner,  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management,  in  preserving  a  national  historic  treasure  v^hile  meeting  grow- 
ing public  demand  for  access  to  the  site.  The  project  combined  environmen- 
tal and  historic  preservation  with  increased  educational  opportunity  for  the 
public.  Students  collected  data  to  decide  where  to  place  trails  and  walkways 
at  the  monument  and  then  helped  build  them.  They  collected  information 
concerning  plants  and  animals  native  to  the  area  in  1804-1806.  Students 
produced  brochures  for  visitors  to  the  site.  To  provide  information  to  the 
community,  students  performed  a  play  about  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Expedi- 
tion.

Cascade  Elementary  School 

The  "Cascade  City  Island  Project  of  Love,  Learning  and  Literacy"  re- 
sponded to  an  identified  community  need  by  developing  a  partnership  with 
the  town  of  Cascade,  the  Montana  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks, 
the  Lewis  and  Clark  Interpretive  Center,  the  Cascade  Senior  Citizens'  Mu- 
seum, Wedsworth  Memorial  Library,  Dearborn  Garden  Club,  Hood-Mortag 
VFW  Post,  along  with  the  local  churches  and  youth  groups.  Students  in- 
volved in  service- learning  projects  worked  in  partnership  with  an  adult  from 
participating  agencies  to  help  return  the  island  to  its  natural  habitat  and  con- 
struct an  environmental  education  classroom  encompassing  the  entire  is- 
land. Students  provided  GPS  mapping,  constructed  trails,  controlled  weeds 
and  collected  seeds  on  the  island.  They  made  a  video/PowerPoint  presenta- 
tion to  show  the  project's  progress  and  as  an  introduction  to  island  life,  water 
safety  and  proper  behavior  in  the  wild.  They  continued  to  identify  additional 
needs  to  be  addressed  on  the  island.  The  project  was  cross-curricular  and 
interdisciplinary.  Thematic  guides  provided  lesson  plans  for  use  in  related 
classes.

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Ophir  Elementary  -  Gallatin  Gateway 

Ophir  Elementary's  "The  Cabin  Project"  created  a  partnership  with  the 
Big  Sky  Institute,  the  Montana  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  and 
Montana  State  University.  The  service-learning  project  created  a  research 
project  that  collected  long-term  cow/calf  and  recruitment  data  on  the  Gallatin 
County  elk  herd.  The  students  learned  the  research  process  needed  to  col- 
lect the  data  and  then  gathered  information  regarding  the  Gallatin  County 
elk  herd.  They  learned  about  random  sampling,  v^ildlife  observation,  data 
collection,  and  safety  in  the  field  and  analyzing  data.  The  results  of  the  data 
collection  will  be  used  by  the  Big  Sky  Institute  and  will  be  available  on  their 
website.  To  share  their  findings  students  made  presentations  around  the 
Gallatin  Valley.  Students  also  used  their  new  skills  to  teach  younger  students 
about  collecting  data  about  the  weather.  A  weather  station  was  built  to  keep 
an  on-going  account  of  weather  conditions.

Plentywood  Public  Schools 

"Plentywood  Productions,"  a  sustained,  student-designed  organization, 
is  in  its  fifth  year  of  providing  service-learning  opportunities  in  the  northeast 
corner  of  Montana.  Students  of  Plentywood  Productions  completed  a  ser- 
vice-learning project  entitled  "The  Newhouse  Papers  Alcohol  Cradle  to 
Grave,"  which  provided  teacher  and  student  training,  teaching  materials  and 
community  integration  to  reduce  teenage  alcohol  abuse.  Eric  Newhouse  of 
the  Great  Falls  Tribune  is  a  recent  recipient  of  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  a  year- 
long series  of  articles  concerning  the  effects  of  alcohol  use  in  Montana.  In 
partnership  with  the  Great  Falls  Tribune,  the  project  furnished  the  complete 
"Newhouse  Papers"  in  an  assembled  format  suitable  for  public  display  in- 
tended to  be  the  impetus  for  increased  efforts  to  combat  teenage  alcohol 
abuse  in  eight  school  districts.  Participating  schools  were  offered  opportuni- 
ties to  receive  a  mini-grant  from  Plentywood  Productions  to  begin  service- 
learning  projects  to  combat  alcohol  abuse.  This  project  supports  the  bench- 
marks of  the  Montana  Content  and  Performance  Standards  for  Health  En- 
hancement, Speaking,  Listening,  Media,  Social  Studies  and  Technology.

To  develop  a  sense  of  community  spirit,  the  students  of  Radley 
Elementary  created  "The  Walking  Tour"  by  researching  historical  references 
of  the  East  Helena  area  using  materials  from  the  Montana  Historical  Society 
and  by  interviews  with  senior  citizens.  The  most  significant  historical  sites 
were  determined  and  plaques  have  been  set  up  at  each  location.  A  brochure 
developed  by  the  students  guides  people  through  the  tour  and  lists  important 
facts  and  stories  about  the  people  of  East  Helena.

The  Child  Care  Service-Learning  project  selected  and  implemented  a 
curriculum  for  elementary  students  at  the  after-school  program  which  allowed 
students  to  integrate  knowledge  and  skills  gained  in  the  core  curriculum  with 
practical  experience  in  a  structured,  supervised  setting  with  younger  children 
after  school.  The  students  improved  their  knowledge  and  skills  in 
communicating,  planning,  organizing,  motivating  children  and  evaluating 
outcomes.
